A TICELISH CAS FOR THE PUIENE JUDGE. 

Mr Justico Wise was occupied fer sume 
timo at the Sipreme Court this morning in 
deciding: the somewhat ticklish point as to 
tho ownership of a chicken, the point boing 
rendered intricate from tho fact that the two 
disputants, Mrs “Long (plaintiff) ond Mrs 
Watson (defendant), ‘wore each positive in 
their tions that the chicken was thoir 
respective property. ‘The Puisne Judge 
attempted to escape from sitting upon the 
chicken by suggesting that tho parties 
might settlo the matter out of Court. It 
neomed to hin. absard to be fighting about 
a question of twenty-five cents.. Mrs Wat- 
son, however, maintained that she was tho 
owpor of the rvoster and repudiated an 
allegation by tho plaintiff that . she 
had etolon it. Mrs Long sppored in- 
clined -to be conciliatory, but eridont- 
ly feeling had run high over the mat- 
ter, and the determined attitude” of 
the defendant: fixed her resolve moro 
firmly to go on with the case. She said 
dofandant ond herself lived near each othor. 
in High Street. On the morning of ‘25th 
“ult, her boy came upstairs and said Mra 
Watson had taken p chicken belonging to 
hor, She wont. downatairs and asked her 
for it, stating if it was not delivered up 
she would sue her. Mrs Watson replied, 
“You can silo me; you won't get this fow! 
back from me.’ She saw Mra Watson com- 
ing ont of her (plaintiffs) door with tho 
chicken. ‘The fowl was worth. twenty-five 
conts.. Mra Watson denied that plaintiff 
could see hor kitchen door from her bed’ 
room window. Ethel Long, daughter of 
plaintiff, ssid she saw Mre Wateon at “the 
coal house. ‘She was telling the boy: the 
chicken was her's. Mrs Wateon, ‘took the 


chicken out of the coal house and took it 
into her-own-Litchen. .The plaintif'e cook 
naid, his mistress bought, three fowls on the 
Lprovious day from a hawker for fifty 
cents. He killed one the same day, and 
his mistress gavo orders to have another 
Killed for tiffin on 25th, About twelve 
o'clock. the boy opened the door of 


the house in .which the two chickons 
wero kept, ond while endeavouring to catch 
one it made its eseape through the window. 
The boy and the cook chased after the fowl 
and Mrs Watson came out and siid it bo- 
longed toher, The servants -dosied that, 
and the dofendant lifted hér hand to strike 
them and they ran away. Mrs Watson 
chased after the fowl which ran into Mrs 
Long's kitchon, where the defendant caught 
jt and afterwards took it away, Tho-de- 
fendant caused some amuseinent by stating 
that she could bring in the fowl for indenti- 
fication, and a coolie brought in a small 
crate containing two chickens, which was 
duly -seized by the Court bailiifand marked 
‘A,’ the cook identifying one of the rocaters 
‘asthe miming bird. .Yhe defendant then 
into the box tu'tell her yersion of 
the affair. Her husband was absent from 
the Colony in bis ship. On 22nd Septom- 
ber she bought seven fowls, and noxt.mor- 
ning sho let them out ond. lost one, She 
said nothing about this, but_got her boy 
to put thesix back into the Bousé.

It wasnearly 11.15 when Meugens eropt 
vut round the puint ay close in tothe rocks 
in the sludow a4 he dared inthe Dun On, 
with all lights screened and s-Lag kept 
constantly ‘wet about “a foot dbove: the 
mouth of the funnel to choke the sparks. 
Creeping round, tho three vesiolg wero 
found tobe moored head and stern broad- 
side on to the beach, about five cables in- 
side thelsland, not 400 yards from the shore. 
Derricke were rigged and on both sides 
pontoon, guns and ftroop-boats wero 
being hoixted out. Boats from. tho 
davits had beon lowered ahd were being 
rapidly filled with men. The moat admir- 
able order.was maintained, and almost per- 
fect silonce obyerved; only very occasionally 


gleams of light were visible. 

The Lun On, which had approached to 
about 400 yarde, was then bucked, but whilst 
turning .was porceived and chased by ;a 
small pinnace that shot out from under the 
bows of the Serataf, the moat westerly of 
the enony’s troopers. Tho Lwi On was 
driven full spoed for.the Alrerdecn passage, 
expecting’ every moment tobe. fired ‘on.

We had hun driven biéek above 
tha Ist hridge which Capt. Bould, R.E., 
had destroyed ag we retreated: Our line of 
defence waa thereby shortoned nearly a half, 
added to which the ‘increasing steepness of 
the ground, and the heavy reinforcements 
we received, placed the defence on much 
moro favourable torms. Tho well-directed 
fire from the onomy’s ships on the exposed 
Toad was however most galling to tha De- 
fenders. Capt, Belman, of the A,S.C., who 
was acting as additional A.D.C. to the Go- 
neral, was killed by a shell right in the 
Gap, General White's escape being mort 
marrellous—fragmients of. the rame shell 
took «ff both The MeHorman’a logs. 
He died ‘of shock the same day. As we 
learned subsequently, wlen Rordon first 
reached: the Gap, tho Russians had only 
landed some 1,200 inen, and though they 
succeeded in: landing some 4,000 more their 
losses in doing so were very heavy. White, 
inclusive of casualties, had rather more 
then 2,000 men in action.
